For the 
reat, the Chiness grow their pepper and their 
gembier; the Dyaks gather their gatte, sago, 
beeswax, and rattans ; other Chinamon and some 
Europeans work gold and antimony ; while the 
Govornmont itself raises the coul of Sadoug 
and Brooketown. : 

How..can I convey, in the space afforded me. 
an adequate ides of the country, its ruler, and 
its pooples ? 

magine a steam yacht of 200 tons displace- 
ment, hor topmasts. querly disposed. casting 
anchor in a bay fringed with wooded shores, 
and studded with little islands, on which the 
turtles Iny their eggs for the behoof -of the 
Burepean community, Tho sea is like glass; 
the full moon of the tropics rides overhead. 
Sheor from the water three thousand feet rises 
Mount Santubong, the three peaks of which 
are 80 diaposed that they bear a res-mblance to 
the ragged foutures of tho first white Rajoh, 
Sir James Brooke. By the side of the hill, 
between mangroves and Nips palm, ruvs a silver 
streak—tho Sarawak River. Sach wag my first 
view of the country, arriving from Singzpore 
in bis Highness’ yacht Aline. 

On board wre tho Rajah, his own skippor,. for 
he learnt navigation as a midshipman in: the 
British Navy; the Raneo; their three children, 
known as the Rajah Muda, Tusn Muda, ond 
Tnan Bonsu; and my humble self. Activo little 
'Molay sailors, garbed like British bluojackets, 
form the ship's company, mon who run up her} 
shrouds, which are uuprovided with ratlines, by 
‘moas1s of their hands ond prehensile toos, u per” 
formance said to have converted: the crow of 
the guardship at Bingapora to the Darwinian 
theory. : 

‘At early dawn, anchor’ is weighed, and we 
rush up the river on a boiling tide. One by ovo 
wo overtake tho Qshing boats, racing with their 
catch to the Kuching market—crank shalloops 
in which, Ly soma miracle of equilibration, a 
Chinaman stands in thy extreme stern, propel- 
ling himself with a pair of sculls, pushed away 
from him. So we proceod for twenty miles, 
past rocks, over which the water boils, and from 
which traffic is warned hy painted siguposts ; 
past sand-banks, upon which alligators bask. 

Some fow minutes later a 
with a white building, from which tongues of 
flame and wreaths of smoke emerge, comes into 
sight. It is tho fort of Kuching weleoming its 
rulors with a royal salate, On our port hand 
isthe tewn—firat a Maloy kampong, or village, 
then the Obinese bazsar, thon a square plot of 
eworald green gross, with a broad roadway run- 
ning round it, and white buildings on threo 
sides. 

‘Across the river 8 terraced lawn, on which 
beds of hibiscus, oleander, moon flowers, end 
yores’ blush sud gleam, leads up to the plain but 
roomy: white house, which is the Astana, or 
palace On the pankalan (landing stage) are 
grouped European officers and their wives, tho 
Datas, or Molay houdmoen, in long robos and 
turbans, and the Chinese towkays, or morchoats. 
The green state barge shoots from the Aline’s 
side; a dozen strokes of the paddles brio 
her to the shore; the guard of honour presen! 
arms, and the rulers ‘of Sarawak lend, Tho 
-Dotu Bandar, grey with service, begun when he 
stood: unflinchingly by James Brooke in his 
early straggles against wickedness in_ high 
places, takes the hand of the young Rajah Muda, 
aud bonds over it in obeisance, his eyes wot with 
tears. ‘ My child !" he saya. : 

‘That is the reward of the Brookes, and all the 
reward they ask. They “serve and love the 
laud.they rale.” Tho stern, quiet Englishoian 
with the grey, moustache which ho twists and 
pulls unceasingly, the bluc oyes with humorous 
twinkles which Velie the oxterior gravity, and 
thé quiet voice, has for forty years heen & 
monarch far moré absolute thon the Czar. His 
will is the only Jaw of tho country. The life of 
every one of his million of subjects lies in bis 
hand. At his ‘word they go to prison: or are 
freed ; thoy Libour or they fight ; thoy remain in 
their jungles or they come under surveillance in 
Kuching. He looks every inch aking. Hating all 

mp and ceremony, barely submitting to walk 

neath the yellow silk umbrella, which custom 
dictates shall be held over. his head whon he 
goes to sit in court ; dashing up the river befors 
dawn on hig return’ from visiting his ont- 
stations that he may avoid a sulute--this mon 
holds the secret of kingship. Ho is seventy-six 
ond, despite all that is said, will die in harness. 
the Rance, every inch a queen as he a king, 
is well-known in London, for long years under 
the equatorial san of Borneo and-amid its damp 
vegetation havo forbiddon farther residence in 
Sarawak. But sho has nb less surely left her 


mark. Native women rise up and call:_ber |. 


blessed. for the brightness she brought into 
their lives, and ‘the fostering care which she 
bestowed on. the sducation of their children. 

‘Charles Vyner Brooke, the Rajah Muda, 
imperturbable and rezolnte, blessed witha saving 
gift of humour, is Jeorning how to role when his 
time comes, and winning the Jove of his future 
subjects according to the noble. tradition of his 
house. He it was whe, when the army of 
Sarawak was smitten like that of Sennacherib 
with o scourge of chelors, moved among the 
dying and the dead sxmed with cayenne pepper 
and a bottle of Worcester sauce, the only 
remedies at hand, to give such relief as these 
unorthodox meiciacs would afford. 

In‘ Sarawak the miracle of the British race 
repeats itself. Young officers aro sent miles up 
the rivers to administer districts inhabited by 
tribes hardly yeb weaned from head-hunting and 
like barbario practices. They do it by their in- 
flexible senso of fair play, aided by the 
saving grace sbove mentioned, to which 
it ia probably due that the solitude does not 
drive them mad—often. 

‘The white men in the Sarawak service, how- 
ever, are not deputy Pro-Consuls of o foreign 
Power. They are the servants of 2 national 
Sovereign whose 
natives, : :
